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Committee on District Conference Records, and the report was adopted. 
(See “Reports.”) 

Sabbath. — The report of the Committee on Sabbath Observance was read 
by J. R. Reeves, and the report was adopted. (See “Reports.”) 

Missions. — Charles R. Wade submitted Reports 2, 3, and 4 of the Board 
of Missions, and they were adopted. (See “Reports.”) 

Epworth League Board. — B. L. Lyle read the report of the Epworth 
League Board, and the report was adopted. (See “Reports.”) 

Ovoca. — W. B. Ricks read the report of the Board of Control for the 
Ovoca Summer Assembly, and the report was adopted. (See “Reports.”) 
Joint Board of Finance. — A. B. Ransom read the report of the Joint 
Board of Finance, giving appropriations to the Conference claimants. The 
report was adopted. (See “Reports.”) 

Paine College. — Rev. A. D. Betts, President of Paine College, Augusta, 
Ga., was introduced and presented the needs of Paine College and took 
subscriptions for the same. He secured in cash and subscriptions $189.15. 

Board of Education. — Report No. 1 of the Board of Education was read 
by J. A. Bostick, and the report was adopted. (See “Reports.”) 

The report of the Treasurer of the Board of Education was read by E. H. 
Ayres, Jr., and the report was adopted. (See “Reports.”) 

Young Preachers’ Institute. — J. J. Stowe read the report of the commit- 
tee having in charge the Institute for Young Preachers. The report was 
adopted. (See “Reports.”) 

The Conference voted to continue the same arrangement for the Young 
Preachers’ Institute as was ordered last year — viz.: The Board of Educa- 
tion, Board of Missious, and Sunday School Board to appoint one repre- 
sentative from each Board, and these three to elect two additional members. 
This committee of five is authorized to arrange for and conduct the Insti- 
tute as they may deem best. 

Sunday School Board. — R. H. Hudgens read the report of the Sunday 
School Board, and the report was adopted. (See “Reports.”) 

John D. Beakley. — On motion of W. B. Taylor, Rev. John D. Beakley, 
whose character had already been passed, was granted an honorable with- 
drawal from the ministry of our Church. 

Brotherly Kindness. — The presiding elder of the Nashville District, W. 

B. Taylor, made a statement concerning the condition and needs of Brother 
O. P. Hill, and the Conference made an offering in his behalf amounting to 
$68.09. 

The Conference also instructed Brother N. Burch Tucker to convey to 
Brother Lannie W. Stewart and wife the assurance of our sincere sympathy 
and prayers in this hour of their sorrow and affliction. 

Leave of Absence. — Leave of absence was granted to A. P. Walker, C. 

C. Hinkle, and W. W. Pinson. 

Auditing Committee. — John O. Ensor was placed on the Auditing Com- 
mittee for the Gallatin District in place of C. C. Hinkle. 
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Memorial Session. — It was voted that when we adjourn we adjourn to 
meet at eight o’clock this evening in memorial session. The Bishop appoint- 
ed T. C. Bagsdale to preside at this session. 

It was also voted that we meet to-morrow morning at eight-thirty instead 
of nine o’clock. 

Christian Literature. — Dr. J. J. Ransom read the report of the Board of 
Christian Literature, and the report was adopted. (See “Reports.”) 
Introduction. — Dr. Luther E. Todd, of St. Louis, was introduced and 
addressed the Conference briefly concerning the work of the new Board of 
Finance for superannuated preachers. 

Next Conference. — Question 52 was called : “Where shall the next ses- 
sion of the Conference be held?” Nashville was unanimously chosen. 

Social Service. — The report of the Committee on Social Service was read 
by J. W. Pearson, and the report was adopted. (See “Reports.”) 

Preachers from Other Churches. — Question 8 was called: “Who are 
received from other Churches as traveling preachers?” 

Adjournment. — Pending consideration of this question, the Conference 
adjourned, with the benediction by W. H. Johnston. 



MEMORIAL SESSION. 

Opening. — The Conference met in memorial session at 8 p.m., with T. C. 
Ragsdale in the chair by appointment of Bishop Atkins. Hymn No. 461, 
“How Firm a Foundation, Ye Saints of the Lord !” was feelingly sung, the 
choir, the members of the Conference, and the entire audience heartily join- 
ing together. P. A. Sowell led in an earnest prayer. “Thy Saints in All 
This Glorious War” was sung. Brother Ragsdale spoke a few very appro- 
priate words concerning the fitness of our memorial services. 

Question 21 was called: “What preachers have died during the year?” 
Answer: Alexander Green Dinwiddie, Green P. Jackson, Madison Wilson 
Charles, James Wiley Faires. 

The memoir of Brother Faires, prepared by J. T. Blackwood, was read by 
Brother J. F. Tinnon. 

One stanza of “Rock of Ages” was sung. 

Rev. T. A. Carden read the memoir of Brother Charles. 

The Conference joined in singing “Palms of Victory I Shall Wear.” 

The memoir of Brother Jackson was read by T. C. Ragsdale. 

One stanza of “Blest Be the Tie That Binds” was sung. 

The memoir of Dr. Dinwiddie was read by Brother Haggard. 

Brothers P. A. Sowell, J. S. Henley, J. F. Tinnon, B. L. Lyle, Mabra J. 
Coleman’, E. B. Willis, and others spoke loving tributes to these honored 
brethren. 

The memoirs were then adopted unanimously by a rising vote. 

Brother Ragsdale announced that news had come to the Conference of the 
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very critical illness of Rev. Lannie W. Stewart, one of our young preachers- 
He then called on Rev. John F. Beasley, who led the Conference in earnest 
prayer for Brother Stewart and his family. 

Adjournment. — One stanza of “Nearer, My God, to Thee” was sung, and 
the memorial session adjourned, the benediction being pronounced by Dr. 
J. J. Ransom. 



FOURTH DAY. 

Lebanon, Tennessee, October 12, 1918. 
Opening. — The Conference met at 8:45 a.m., with Bishop Atkins in the- 
chair. Bruce L. Lyle conducted the devotional service. Hymn No. 544, “I 
Love to Tell the Story,” was announced and sung. Matthew v. 1-16 was read 
for the Scripture lesson, after which Brother Lyle led the Conference in 
prayer. 

Minutes. — The minutes of the sessions of yesterday morning, afternoon,, 
and evening were read and approved. 

Preachers from Other Churches. — The question pending at adjourn- 
ment on yesterday was resumed — viz., “Who are received from other 
Churches as traveling preachers?” R. L. Benn, in elder’s orders in the Pres- 
byterian Church in the United States, came before the Conference and de- 
clared his belief in the doctrines and discipline of our Church and also hi» 
subscription to our ordination vows. He was thereupon unanimously re- 
ceived into our Church as a traveling preacher, and his orders were recog- 
nized. 

Bible Society Board. — W. H. Beasley read the report of the Bible Society 
Board, and the report was adopted. (See “Reports.”) 

Deacons of One Year. — Question 9 was called : “Who are the deacons of 
one year?” The names of Clarence Melvin Charles, James Oscar Crawford* 
Alva Rady Gibbons, Warren B. Josselyn, Edward Lee Knowles, Gertise D. 
McReynolds, Percy Reese Russell, and Mark Baily Williams were called,, 
and, having stood approved examinations on the course of study, they were 
advanced to the class of the fourth year. 

The name of Robert Lee Allen was called, and it was announced that he 
had been transferred in the middle of the year to the Florida Conference. 

The name of William Louis Nelson was called, but, not having stood an 
approved examination, he was continued in the class of the third year. 

Sunday School Board. — W. A. Stroud read his report as Treasurer of 
the Sunday School Board, and the report went to record. (See “Reports.”) 
Brother Stroud was extended a vote of thanks for his faithful work as 
Treasurer of this Board for the past eight years. 

Board of Church Extension. — T. C. Ragsdale read the report of the^ 
Board of Church Extension, and the report was adopted. (See “Reports.”) 
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He also read the report of the Treasurer of this Board and of the General 
Treasurer of the Conference, and these reports went to record as read. 

Full Connection. — Question 4 was called: “Who are admitted into full 
connection ?” Fred Clarence Bain, Wilbur Cleveland Folks, Oscar Pittman 
Gentry, Robert Hall, Daniel G. Leidig, Jacob Wayman Madewell, George 
Edward Poole, and James Henry Whitfield were called before the Confer- 
ence and impressively addressed by Bishop Atkins. The disciplinary ques- 
tions were answered satisfactorily by each of them, whereupon they were 
admitted by a unanimous vote into full connection. 

Complimentary. — B. J. Craig, on behalf of the preachers and laymen of 
the Lebanon District, presented a purse to H. B. Blue as an expression of 
their love for him and of their appreciation for his four years’ work as 
presiding elder of that district. 

Brother Blue made an appropriate response, expressing his sincere love 
for the brethren and returning thanks for their hearty cooperation in all his 
work. 

Church Extension. — Report No. 2 of the Board of Church Extension was 
read, and the report was adopted. (See “Reports.”) 

Ordinations. — Question 11 was called : “What traveling preachers are or- 
dained deacons?” Fred Clarence Bain, Oscar Pittman Gentry, Robert Hall, 
Daniel G. Leidig, Jacob Wayman Madewell, George Edward Poole, James 
Henry Whitfield. 

Question 13 was called: “What local preachers are ordained deacons?” 
George Milton Davenport. 

Question 15 was called: “What traveling preachers are ordained elders?” 
Walter Lee Armstrong, Omar Charles, Ophni Charles, William Malachi 
Lantrip, James Madison Putnam, Edgar Urban Robinson, and Richard An- 
drew Skelton. 

Question 17 was called: “What local preachers are ordained elders?” 
None. 

These ordinations took place in open Conference. E. B. Chappell read the 
Epistle and W. J. Collier the Gospel. Brothers H. B. Blue, J. R. Stewart, 
R. J. Craig, and J. J. Ransom joined with the Bishop in the laying on of 
hands at the ordination of the elders. 

Resolution of Thanks. — The following paper was unanimously adopted 
by a rising vote : 



Whereas the fair city of Lebanon has opened wide its hospitable doors for the 
-entertainment of the Tennessee Conference in the most trying time of its history; 
therefore be it

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On motion of W. H. J ohnston, the Treasurer of the Board of Finance was 
instructed to pay H. W. Seay $25 for his work as Statistical Secretary. 

General Treasurer. — On motion of W. V. Jarratt, L. H. Hollowell was 
elected the Conference Treasurer. 

On motion of W. B. Taylor, $100 was added to the amount heretofore 
fixed as office expenses for the General Treasurer, making the sum $250. 

Commission on Finance. — J. R. Stewart read the report of the Commis- 
sion on Finance. W. F. Tillett moved to amend the report by fixing the 
assessment for education at $10,000 instead of $4,000. The motion did not 
prevail. 

W. H. Johnston moved to amend the report by fixing the assessment for 
the Sunday School Board at $1,500 instead of $500. This motion was lost. 

The report of the Commission on Finance was then adopted as read. ( See 
“Reports.”) 

Church Property. — W. R. Webb presented the report of the Committee 
on Church Property, and the report was adopted without reading. (See 
“Reports.”) 

Constitutional Questions. — W. B. Taylor moved that the vote on the 
three constitutional questions sent down by the General Conference to the 
Annual Conferences be taken without discussion. This motion prevailed. 

Bishop Atkins then submitted this question: “Shall the Apostles’ Creed 

as it occurs in the Discipline, Chapter XXIII., Section IV., Paragraph 756, 

and elsewhere be so amended as to substitute for the words ‘holv catholic 

%/ 

Church’ the words ‘Christ’s holy Church’?” One hundred and one persons 
voted affirmatively, and forty-eight persons voted against the substitution. 

The question was then submitted: “Shall lay members be eligible to all 
Conference boards and lay offices of the Church without regard to sex?” 
One hundred and twenty-eight votes were cast in favor of the proposition 
and ten votes against it. 

The question of a change in the wording of our twenty-third Article of 
Religion was submitted to the Conference; and one hundred and twenty- 
three persons voted in favor of the change, and no votes were cast in the 
negative. The change proposed is as follows: Strike out the article as it 
appears in the Discipline of 1914 and in previous Disciplines and in lieu 
thereof insert the following: 

XXIII. OF THE DUTY OF CHRISTIANS TO THE CIVIL AUTHORITY. 

It is the duty of all Christians, and especially of all Christian ministers, to observe 
and obey the laws of the governing or supreme authority of the country of which they 
are citizens or subjects or in which they reside, and to use all laudable means to en- 
courage and enjoin obedience to the powers that be. 

Commission on Finance. — The Commission on Finance was given per- 
mission to revise and complete its report and to publish it in the Journal. 
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Emory University. — On motion of W. B. Taylor, the following were ap- 
pointed Commissioners for Emory University for the ensuing year: J. J. 
Stowe, E. P. Anderson, J. J. Gray, Jr., R. S. Rudolph, and J. H. Dinning. 

Conference Trustees. — H. B. Reams, J. W. Cherry, E. M. Harrell, E. H. 
Ayres, Jr., and H. C. Leech were reelected the trustees for the Conference. 

Afternoon Session. — The Conference voted to hold an afternoon session, 
beginning at two-thirty o’clock. 

Postmaster. — An offering was taken for the Conference postmaster, and 
the sum of f 9.27 was received. 

Leave of Absence. — Leave of absence for the remainder of the session 
was granted to W. B. Ricks, T. A. Kerley, and A. J. Morgan. 

Remaining on Trial. — Question 2 was called: “Who remain on trial?” 
Kenneth A. Early, L. Frank Haley, Ollie Edgar Hall, Oliver Lewis Green, 
Ralph Raymond Langston, Eli Clarence Shelton, Albert Preston Smith, and 
Billy Floyd Tipps, having passed approved examinations, were advanced to 
the class of the second year. 

Willard Harris Blue, S. F. Sands, and James Elbert Thomas, not having 
been before the committee for examination, were continued in the class of 
the first year. 

Adjournment. — The Conference then adjourned, with the benediction by 

G. A. Morgan. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Opening. — The Conference met at two-thirty, according to adjournment, 
with Bishop Atkins in the chair. The devotional service was led by Felix 

H. Coleman. Hymn No. 334, “My Faith Looks Up to Thee,” was sung. 
Brother Coleman led in an earnest prayer. Bishop Atkins read as a Scrip- 
ture lesson Matthew xxviii. 18-20. 

Minutes. — The minutes of the morning session were read, corrected, and 
approved. 

Admission on Trial. — Obbie Adolphus Kirby, unanimously recommended 
by the Licensing Committee of the Dickson District, also approved by the 
Examining Committee for Admission on Trial and by the Committee on 
Admissions, notwithstanding he did not meet the educational standard re- 
quired, was admitted by a two-thirds vote of the Conference. 

Preachers from Other Churches.— Question 7 was called: “Who are 
received from other Churches as local preachers?” Alexander Rosson Ho- 
gan, recommended by the District Conference of the Clarksville District, 
having met all the disciplinary requirements, was received as a local preach- 
er, and his orders as an elder were recognized.

REPORTS ADOPTED. 



BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

Report No. 1. 

We rejoice that the missionary debt has been paid in full in response to the 
call of the General Board of Missions and that we now have an open field to 
make an aggressive movement toward the Christianization of the world. While 
the world war is making a heavy tax on the resources of the whole world in 
man power and money, it is opening the eyes and hearts of men to the need and 
opportunity for large sacrifice, and this is our opportunity to take advantage of 
the spirit of the times and call upon the Church for men and money to carry 
out the commission of our Lord spoken nearly two thousand years ago. We 
are persuaded that we must win this war at any cost for the liberty and safety 
of the whole human race. So we are persuaded that we should win the world 
for Christ at any cost, that freedom and peace may be based upon the truth 
which will insure permanence. 

We believe our Centenary program at this time, the first missionary pro- 
gram really worthy of our great Church, is providential; and we should bend 
every energy to carry it out in full and more. The largeness and spirit of this 
program will appeal to the liberal and thinking element of the Church if 
properly presented. We rejoice that this program has been based on prayer 
and Christian stewardship and that the whole Church is called to do as bidden 
by our Lord: “Pray ye the Lord of the harvest, that he will send forth labor- 
ers into his harvest.” And this means the giving of self and money. Through 
prayer and faith we are going to raise the $35,000,000 and send hundreds of 
missionaries into the white fields of the world in the next five years. Our 
people are prosperous now, and we must press the world’s need, our Lord’s 
command, and our obligation and opportunity to make Christ known to the 
whole world. And to this end we suggest that our people be informed and 
inspired through preaching and teaching. Mission study classes should be organ- 
ized, a missionary program should be used in every Sunday school each month, 
the Epworth League should have the monthly missionary meetings, and mission- 
ary literature should be thoroughly distributed. A strong effort should be made 
to increase the circulation of the Conference and general organs of the Church. 

We commend the Missionary Voice and urge that its circulation be increased. 

The Churches, Sunday schools, and individuals supporting foreign pastors, 
native workers, and specials in mission fields are to be especially commended; 
and the scores of Churches, Sunday schools, and individuals able to support these 
ought to be urged to do so. Pastors must take the lead, or little will be accom- 
plished. We must not be satisfied with merely paying assessments in full. 

We wish to commend the Churches of our Conference who raise their assess- 
ments early in the year. This assures success and saves the paying of interest by 
the Boards. We are persuaded that the every-member canvass for the benevo- 
lences of the Church is most effective, and we urge all our Churches to use it. 

In view of the inadequate supply of well-equipped pastors for the home mis- 
sion fields and the lack of support of many we have, we suggest the enlargement 
of districts and circuits where it is at all possible. We feel that this policy 
would give us better leadership and help us to do a more constructive work. 

We commend to you the Summer Conference for Christian Workers at Ovoca. 
This is undoubtedly one of the greatest assets that the Tennessee Conference 
has. It is developing intelligent leadership among our young people, giving the 
missionary information and outlook and inspiring them with the sane and normal 
Christian life. Our pastors would do well to make a strong effort to have rep- 
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resen tative from their respective charges at this July Conference, and many 
would be helped by going themselves. Friendship Hall, the property of the 
Conference, worth about $7,500, has been paid for and was dedicated by Bishop 
H. M. Du Bose at our last (July) session of the Conference. 

We recommend the appointment of William B. Ricks as Conference Mission- 
ary Secretary. 

We commend the sane and effective policy of the Evangelistic Committee; and 
we recommend that J. A. Molloy, W. B. Ricks, and F. M. Massey be appointed 
to serve as the Evangelistic Committee. 

We recommend that the share of the $35,000,000 of the Centenary fund allot- 
ted to our Conference to be raised in the next five years, amounting to $1,313,- 
420.85, be accepted and that we pledge ourselves to make every effort to raise 
this amount.

The past quadrennium has witnessed the largest progress ever made in the 
work of Church Extension. The total receipts of the General Board amounted 
to $2,333,144, an increase of over a half million dollars. The Loan Fund capital 
has gone far beyond its million-dollar goal. Conference loan funds are growing 
constantly larger; but with all our increase, we are still unable to meet the 
demands of church-building. This would indicate a continuous and healthy 
growth throughout our connection. 

Our Tennessee Conference Loan Fund now amounts to $2,930.64 and has al- 
ready done good service in aiding a number of Churches. This fund is an accu- 
mulation of small amounts set aside each year by your Board and the accrued 
interest thereon. If the attention of our people in every charge were called to 
the fact that such a fund exists in our Conference, administered for us by the 
General Board in such a way that it cannot possibly be lost, many of our people 
would be glad to invest in so worthy and useful a benevolence. 

Neither is there a safer trust company in all the world than our General 
Board. Let our pastors mention the opportunity it offers for people who wish 
a safe income while living and an investment in a worthy benevolence when dead. 

We are pleased to note a great improvement in the designs of many of our 
churches, especially in villages and country places, since the establishment of our 
Department of Architecture. Let it be remembered that plans may be had free 
of charge by writing the General Office at Louisville. Your Conference Secretary 
will be glad to aid you in securing such plans, also to furnish you the blank 
deeds in proper form in order to safeguard the title to our property. It may not 
be amiss to remind you again that the General Board will not aid any Church 
which does not secure plans before building by a competent architect. 

We regret to note now and then that a church has burned which carried no 
insurance. All grants from our Board are made with the understanding that the 
property is to be kept insured. An Insurance Department, authorized by your 
General Conference, is being established by our General Board. Write to Dr. 
H. A. Boaz, 1114 Fourth Avenue, Louisville, for particulars. He may be able 
to insure you or have it done at a very reasonable rate.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Report No. 1. 

To the Tennessee Conference, Lebanon, Tenn. 

Our Church, in entering upon a new quadrennium, recognizes the wisdom of 
the recent General Conference in planning an extensive program for educational 
work. 

Our colleges and universities must be properly equipped and endowed if we 
are to furnish the Church the best-trained men for all departments of service. 
Opportunity knocks at our door to-day as never before, and we trust that our 
people will not disregard their obligations to our Church institutions. 

In the annual address from the General Board of Education our attention is 
called to the inadequate supply of ministers in our Church, owing to the demands 
that have been made for men in all of the war activities. These are picked men, 
and the Church gladly furnishes them to preserve the morale of our army and 
guard the moral and religious life of our boys in trench and camp. The world is 
calling for trained men in all service, and this and other influences are cutting 
short our future supply of preachers. 

Dr. Bennett, in his address, says: “Two of our prominent Methodist Confer- 
ences last year had not a single candidate for admission. Others had greatly 
reduced classes.” He urges that our pastors preach not only an annual sermon 
on the call to the ministry, but that they preach often on this subject. The Gen- 
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eral Conference, in asking that a small assessment be added to the educational 
assessment to provide funds for the educational needs of young ministers, will 
remove a great obstacle that has hindered many from attending college. 

We feel that the General Board of Education and the Annual Conference 
Board of Education of our Church have no more important educational interest 
of the Church committed to them than that of the education of the ministry, and 
we recommend that this Conference place itself on record as being in hearty 
accord with the action of the General Conferences in the matter of academic re- 
quirements for candidates for admission on trial as set forth in Paragraph 777 
of the Discipline and also of its purpose to adhere to these requirements in the 
future. 

We feel that our presiding elders and examining committees should see to it 
that all candidates for admission to the Conference shall be not only informed 
as to the requirements of the Discipline in this matter, but urged to obtain the 
education demanded by the Church and guided in their plans and arrangements 
to obtain such education as that they may make ample preparation for their ap- 
plication for admission to the Conference. Nothing could be more unfortunate 
in its effect on our young ministers than for the Conference to nullify the law 
of the Church in its standards and requirements by making an exception of 
well-nigh every case of delinquency in this matter on the part of candidates for 
admission. The Board of Education thus pleads for maintenance by our Confer- 
ence of the requirements of the Discipline. 

Correspondence School. 

Special attention is called to the Correspondence School. The last General 
Conference made it compulsory upon all undergraduates to enroll in this school. 
This is a great forward step toward an educated and better-trained ministry. 
The General Conference has asked that a commission be nominated by the Board 
of Education to provide religious training for Methodist students in State institu- 
tions of learning. Mr. W. R. Webb, Sr., and Rev. E. P. Anderson are named as the 
commission. 

Emory University. 

We note with great pleasure and pride the progress made during the past year 
by Emory University. The four new buildings that have been completed during 
the year add much to the material equipment of the university, while the large 
student body that comes from such a vast field indicates that the school is reach- 
ing out and touching every section of the country. It is indeed gratifying to 
state that Rev. E. M. Harrell, Commissioner for Emory University from the Ten- 
nessee Conference, has gone “over the top” with his collections for that institu- 
tion, reaching $58,000, which is $8,000 more than was assessed upon the Con- 
ference. 

Martin College. 

In the annual meeting of the Board of Education at Gallatin last year a cam- 
paign for $100,000 endowment for Martin College was planned to begin this 
ensuing Conference year. The report of the Board of Trustees of Martin College, 
in session October 4, 1918, shows that in their opinion it is unwise to undertake 
the campaign for $100,000 at this time unless the services of a suitable man 
can be had to conduct the campaign. The Board of Trustees failing to find an 
available man, the Board of Education is not prepared to make any recommenda- 
tion. At the beginning of the last quadrennium the Board of Education, together 
with the Board of Trustees of Martin College, undertook the building of a 
$30,000 annex to Martin College. Pulaski was to furnish $10,000 of this fund r 
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and the Tennessee Conference agreed to raise $20,000 by adding $5,000 annually 
to the educational assessment until the debt was paid. The buildings have been 
completed, and the Conference has generously met its part of the obligation except 
$250, which amount the Treasurer is ready to pay. 

The Martin College Board of Trustees reports an outstanding debt of $26,000 
on the college and requests that the same assessment and appropriation be 
made for the college that has been made during the past few years and that it 
be continued during the quadrennium, or so long as may be necessary to liquidate 
the debt. It has already been explained to the Conference that the new building 
cost considerably more than was originally intended, in part because of the in- 
crease in the cost of building material and construction and in part because the 
Board found it practically necessary to purchase the property known as the 
Short residence at a cost of $9,500. The Board of Education feels that this 
was a wise investment of the Martin College Board and approves of the con- 
tinuation of the same assessment for the college until the debt is fully paid, and 
we recommend that the Conference take this action, the adoption of this report 
constituting such affirmative action. 

The Board of Education recommends the reelection to membership on the 
Martin College Board of Trustees of all those whose term of office expires at this 
session of the Conference — viz.: G. A. Morgan, R. G. Peoples, J. H. Ragsdale, A. 
B. Ransom, and W. F. Tillett. 

W. T. Thomas School. 

The W. T. Thomas School, located at Cumberland City, Tenn., has enrolled the 
present term one hundred and fifty-four pupils. The Principal, J. T. Stamps, 
reports the school in better condition than it was last year. 

We nominate for reelection to the Board of Trustees for this school W. F. Til- 
lett, W. R. Webb, Jr., and John E. Edgerton.

Interest in the League work throughout the Conference is being manifested by 
the springing up of new local Chapters and the perfecting of the organizations of 
the dictricts. 

The mid-year conference which was held at Murfreesboro last spring was the 
best-attended of such conferences. Much enthusiasm was aroused over the 
splendid presentation of the one-to T win-one evangelistic program of our Epworth 
Leagues, and immediate action was taken to support it. 

The Ovoca Conference continues to grow in prominence among our. Leaguers,

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a great number of whom attended this year’s session and constituted a large 
percentage of the enrollment. 

District institutes have been held this year in all of the organized districts. 
We feel now that on account of district organizations we are in better condition 
to promote any phase of the work than ever before. Plans have been made for 
district secretaries to make an annual visit to each Chapter in his district. 

We call special attention to the following items which the Tennessee Confer- 
ence Epworth League has adopted, and we urge every pastor to include them 
in his program in the local Church: 

1. The young people of this Conference are ready to assume their share in 
the great Centenary drive. 

2. Inasmuch as the Central Office, by action of the General Conference, has 
relieved the local Chapters of the Chapter membership fee, the Leaguers are in 
position to aid the pastors in the support of that part of the Church work as- 
signed them in addition to the mission special. 

3. Anniversary Day observance has been definitely set for the second Sunday 
of May. It becomes our duty under the new law to use all diligence in endeavor- 
ing to secure the observance of this great day of the Epworth Leagues in every 
pastoral charge, whether they have an Epworth League or not. In those charges 
where there are no Epworth Leagues pastors are urged to observe this day with 
a view, to leading up to organizing an Epworth League. 

4. The League is endeavoring to recruit for service in the Church the young 
people of high-school age; therefore the pastors are asked to cooperate in this 
Church-wide movement, which means the saving of the youth to the Church. 

We call attention to the mid-year conference to be held at Franklin in the early 
spring and ask that each pastor not only send a large delegation of young people, 
but that he attend and give the young people such support and encouragement 
as they need.

OVOCA CONFERENCE. 

Nashville, Tenn., October 9, 1918. 

To the Members of the Tennessee Conference. 

The Conference at Ovoca was held this year from July 2 to 12, inclusive, with 
an enrollment of about three hundred. Most of those attending were the choicest 
young people of our Church. 

In regard to Sunday school work: For the first time in the history of the Con- 
ference the regular teacher-training courses were conducted at regularly scheduled 
periods. The attendance and interest at these classes, as well as those of the 
mission study, Epworth League, and Bible study classes, were the best in the 
history of the Conference. The attendance in a large number of classes aver- 
aged one hundred per cent for the entire ten days of the Conference. 

The addresses delivered at the Conferences this year were of the usual high 
order. The interest of all those attending was great, and the management re- 
ceived hearty cooperation from all. 

We again make the statement that the value to our young people in the way 
of instruction and inspiration from Ovoca is beyond calculation. We ask that 
the Tennessee Conference continue to give us their united support by sending 
each year their very choicest young men and women to Ovoca, where their Chris- 
tian life and Christian service will be greatly deepened and enlarged.

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SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

With the close of the present session of the Tennessee Conference your Sunday 
School Board closes another quadrennium of its work. 

In looking back over the years we feel that real pioneer work has been ac- 
complished. A larger vision has come to many of our workers, higher stand- 
ards have been set up, and in a large number of our Sunday schools a serious 
effort is being made to reach the standards set for us by our General Sunday 
School Board. In spite of this, however, your Board feels that there is still 
much to be done. The rank and file of our people are still without vision or 
have a feeling of helplessness, declaring that the standards are too hard and the 
organization required is beyond their reach. 

Your Board is inclined to believe that such statements reveal the need of a 
great educational campaign as to the importance of the school and its sufficiency 
as one of the greatest agencies of the Church in meeting the world’s needs. Then 
the standards and the organization would be felt as a necessity. 

Judge Edward F. Waite, of Minneapolis, says: “I am clearly of the opinion 
that a real religious attitude of mind is the surest safeguard against the sorts 
of wrongdoing which bring individuals into conflict with the law. Other influ- 
ences have their value, but nothing takes the place of an active and educated 
conscience.*’ 

The Sunday school of to-day is a large factor in creating this religious attitude 
of mind and a great force in making an active and educated religious conscience 
among our people. The “conservation of childhood is the patriotic duty of the 
home’*; and the Sunday school’s place in this work, as the strategic force for con- 
servation, yields to no other. Our Church through the General Conference has 
recognized the importance of the Sunday school and has given it an organization 
and an equal standing among the other agencies of the Church. 

During the incoming quadrennium we ought to be able to accomplish much 
more than has ever before been possible. During the past four years we have 
received great benefit from the self-sacrificing and earnest work of our field 
worker, Mrs. Isaac Sewell. Many churches have been built, others remodeled, 
members of schools have been graded and are to-day doing excellent work as a 
direct result of her labors. It is to be regretted that we are not to have her 
services longer. Her relation as field worker ceases with the close of this Con- 
ference. 

Teacher-Training. 

As the conception of the Sunday school’s importance as an agency for reli- 
gious education grows, there has come also the conviction that trained leadership 
is an absolute necessity. This need has been considered so urgent that a nation- 
wide campaign for teacher-training is now being carried on under the direction 
of the Secretary of the Sunday School Council of Evangelical Denominations, 
composed of thirty or more denominations. The goal is a teacher-training class 
or students in every Sunday school and is worthy of our effort. We must not 
lag behind in this matter. Let us unitedly work for the accomplishment of this 
goal. 

Sunday School Day. 

To many there came a conviction that we had outgrown the idea of a Chil- 
dren’s Day, or perhaps we should have said the original purpose of Children’s 
Day; and this was due to the fact that the Sunday school is for all ages of people^ 
and is not limited in its functions to children only. 

There was felt a need of a day that would more adequately impress upon the 
community the importance, right relationship, and work of the Sunday school 
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as an educational agency than did the Children’s Day service. So the General 
Conference has changed the name of Children’s Day to Sunday School Day, and 
its observance with an offering is most earnestly urged and requested. The of- 
fering will be used as heretofore, a part going to the General Sunday School 
Board and a part to your own Conference Board for Sunday school work.

We urge the sending of more of our young people and workers to Lake Juna- 
luska Training School, which is the great training school of our Church, and also 
to our own Conference training school at Ovoca. These schools grow in impor- 
tance and numbers each year, and the blessings resulting therefrom are very 
great. 

Literature. 



We trust that our people will be loyal in the use of our own literaure, which is 
unsurpassed by any now published. A new periodical for the benefit of our work- 
ers will begin January 1, 1919, and will be known as the School Standard. It 
will be a magazine of methods and will take the place of two magazines formerly 
published and known as the Workers’ Council and the Graded Sunday School Mag- 
azine. Every school should supply its working force with this periodical. 



The Centenary and the Sunday School. 



The Sunday schools of the Church will have a prominent part in the great Cen- 
tenary of Missions, which is now being launched all over the Church. We trust 
that each Sunday school in the Conference will see that the proper organization for 
carrying on this work is formed in order that the Sunday schools’ share may be 
successfully accomplished. 

Owing to the growing importance of the Sunday school work and to the greater 
and more complex organization necessary to carry it on, together with the im- 
portance of the Centenary campaign, the Board has authorized the Executive 
Committee of the Sunday School Board to employ a man to take charge of the 
Sunday school work of the Conference. This Field Secretary will be employed 
just as soon as a suitable pastor can be found. 

We wish to thank our presiding elders and pastors, -who have so courteously 
and faithfully cooperated with the Board during the quadrennium. 

We recommend that Rev. W. M. Green be appointed as Agent of the Board for 
another year.

SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 



In this day of world peril not the least of the dangers that threaten our Chris- 
tian civilization is the loss of the Sabbath. For many years there has been a 
growing tendency among our people to make the Sabbath a day of recreation and 
pleasure-seeking rather than a day of rest and worship. Many persons, actuated 
for the most part by hope of worldly gain, have advocated the “open Sunday” and 
have effectually used many ingenious, though fallacious, arguments for the at- 
taining of the ends sought. 

Since the entrance of our beloved country into the great world war and the 
increased strain on the strength and morale of our people consequent thereon, the 
desecration of the Sabbath has increased to an alarming extent. In the com- 
munities contiguous to our army cantonments and great war industries all forms 
of amusement and many kinds of business are making Sunday a leading day 
for gain-getting, scarcely no restraint being placed upon them other than the 
conservation moves of the government. The congregating of many strangers in 
these localities, the looseness of money due to the unprecedented high wages 
that are being paid, the absence of the flower of the young men of these com- 
munities on account of army service — all contribute to a lowering of the moral 
temper, while the liberty of working on Sunday at an inflated wage, while pos- 
sibly in some instances justifiable by the great need of haste in the work of carry- 
ing on our part in the war, is a potent factor in the desecration of the Sabbath. 

The Church of God has no more important work than to do its full duty in 
the matter of saving to the world as a day of worship the holy day. Loyal 
Churchmen should do all in their power to curb the practice of those less loyal 
of pleasure-riding and other forms of Sabbath desecration, for the gasolineless 
Sundays have already in many instances increased Sunday school and church 
attendance. 

Those who labor on Sunday should do so only when it is imperative, and a 
plan to have the extra wages earned on that day donated to some loyal or char- 
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itable enterprise would go far toward curbing those who work merely for gain 
and would ennoble those who work for the common good. 

Let us all pull together in a mighty effort to combat this coiled serpent, the 
spirit of Sabbath desecration, which is so viciously striking for the lifeblood of 
our Christian institutions.

MEMOIRS. 



A. G. Dinwiddie. — In the midst of our 
Conference business we pause to place 
upon the casket of the memory of our be- 
loved dead our tokens of personal esteem 
bedewed with our tears of sorrow and 
fragrant with our love. The subject of 
this memoir, Dr. Alexander Green Din- 
widdie, was born in Montgomery County, 
Tenn., July 12, 1840, and died in Colum- 
bia, Tenn., January 8, 1918, making him 
seventy-eight years of age. Dr. Dinwid- 
die joined the Methodist Church at the 
age of seventeen and was licensed to 
preach the gospel the same year. He 
joined the Tennessee Conference at the 
age of nineteen years. He was a faith- 
ful Methodist preacher for more than 
fifty years. Dr. Dinwiddie’s opportuni- 
ties for securing an education were very 
limited; but being possessed of a fine 
mind, a good memory, and an ambition 
to succeed, he acquired an education be- 
yond many who were more favorably 
situated. He was a close student and 
read widely. Dr. Dinwiddie was an elo- 
quent preacher. In his younger days 
he was quite a pulpit orator. He was 
a popular preacher, a great lover of 
young people, and they honored him. 
He never grew away from them. He 
was a faithful pastor. He began and 
ended his ministry in the town of Co- 
lumbia, Maury County, Tenn. He 
joined the Tennessee Conference in Co- 
lumbia. Dr. Dinwiddie taught school for 
a while at Culleoka, and when he was 
removed from there Professor Webb 
came and took charge of the work begun 
by young Dinwiddie and built up the 
famous Webb School. Dr. Dinwiddie 
filled all grades of appointments, from 
circuits up through the leading stations 
and districts. He transferred from the 
Tennessee to the St. Louis Conference, 
where for eight years he filled some of the 
leading pulpits. Then for eight years he 
was in the Southwest Missouri Con- 
ference, where his success was possibly 
the greatest. Then he came back to the 
Tennessee Conference to live and die 
among the friends of his first love. Dr. 
Dinwiddie was an honorable man — as 
gentle as a woman, as guileless as a 
child. He was congenial and sunny- 
spirited. His name will live and linger 
in the memory of all who knew him as 
the cadence of a sweet song. It is as 
ointment poured forth. On November 
19, 1861, Dr. Dinwiddie was married to 
Miss Rachel Odil, who was indeed a 
helpmate to him amid all the vicissi- 
tudes of a Methodist minister's life. 
“Granny,” as she is affectionately 



called (God bless her!), and four chil- 
dren survive him — one son and three 
daughters. During my pastorate of 
four years in Columbia it was my very 
great pleasure and privilege to be asso- 
ciated with this good man. He was in- 
deed a friend and father to me. He 
was pastor supply in almost all the 
Churches of Columbia when they were 
without pastors, visiting their sick, 
burying their dead, and marrying their 
lovers. After services by the writer of 
this memoir, assisted by Dr. Capers, of 
the Columbia Institute, we buried him 
in the cemetery where he had buried 
so many to sleep until God shall bid 
them come forth. W. T. Haggard. 

Rev. Green P. Jackson, the son of 
Green and Huldah L. P. (Joslin) Jack- 
son, was born March 27, 1840, in the 
free and open country of Dickson Coun- 
ty, Tenn. He was born in a Christian 
atmosphere and grew up amid godly in- 
fluences. The simplicity of his sur- 
roundings had much to do with the de- 
velopment of a strong body and an in- 
quiring mind. He took to all the op- 
portunities which his day offered for 
the improvement of his talents and was 
a most diligent and painstaking student 
to the end of his days. At the tender 
age of fifteen years he was genuinely 
and happily converted, uniting at once 
with the Church Hn whose fellowship 
he lived for over threescore years. He 
did not assume the vows of Church 
membership lightly, for they were to 
him the interpretation of a vital work 
of grace which brought to him a con- 
sciousness of sins forgiven and of the 
indwelling presence of the Holy Spirit. 
He entertained that vital faith which 
transforms the things of the spirit 
world into the most real entities of the 
soul. His conversion typed his whole 
ministry, which was always zealous, fer- 
vid, evangelic, and evangelistic. He de- 
spaired of no one, but labored for and 
believed in the possibility of the salva- 
tion of the most wicked and degenerate 
among men. At twenty years of age 
he joined the Conference at Clarksville 
and for nearly a half century served 
with zeal and fidelity in every class of 
appointment to which he was assigned. 
His first two years’ service was as a 
supply. From that time forward he 
served independently on circuits, in sta- 
tions, and on districts, filling with great 
credit every place from the poorest 
charges to the best. He never seemed 
concerned about the place to which he 
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was assigned, always rejoicing that he 
had a place in which to discharge his 
high calling. He was a most diligent 
pastor. In the towns where he served 
he knew almost every man, woman, and 
child by name. He managed to be much 
among the people, in their homes and 
places of business, and wherever he 
went he carried an atmosphere of per- 
ennial good cheer. Nor was he a mere 
peripatetic, gadding aimlessly about; 
he sought to win men, women, and 
children to himself that he might win 
them to Christ, and in the good provi- 
dence of God he did reach multitudes of 
people. He rejoiced greatly in seeing 
men saved, whether directly through his 
own or another’s preaching. It was the 
writer’s good fortune to serve a charge 
in his district and to be pastor to him 
and his wife. I can never forget how 
they went with me to some of the low- 
est and vilest places of the community 
as we sought to reclaim the lost. Nor 
did his incessant and systematic pas- 
toral work prevent his persistent vigor 
as a student. He was a reader of great 
books and many of them. His library 
was well selected and carefully and con- 1 
stantly used. But his great study was 
the Bible. It was the only inexhausti- j 
ble fountain for whose waters he main- 1 
tained an unquenchable thirst. How j 
many copies of the Greek New Testa- 
ment he had I do not know, but I know 
that he read the New Testament in the 
original constantly and through and 
through many times. He laid eager 
hands on every new translation of the 
Bible and used every help that might 
bring him a new key to its treasure 
house of truth. He was painstaking in 
the preparation of his sermons, so that 
he was never hard to understand nor 
tiresome to listen to, but made himself 
clear to all, his chief aim being to con- 
vince the mind, stir the heart, and lead 
men to an immediate acceptance of the 
truth. Brother Jackson was a most gen- 
tle and brotherly man, full of wit and 
good humor. He was a tonic to any cir- 
cle which he entered. He was the au- 
thor of several books, one of which is 
an autobiography that is a most reada- 
ble book, as it shows much of the pre- 
vailing conditions under which our 
Church in Tennessee has had its growth ; 
and development. Brother Jackson was j 
ripe for heaven. There were no clouds 
in his evening sky. He often expressed ! 
a “desire to depart and be with Christ, | 
which is far better.” He knew where ■ 
he was going, because he knew the di- 
rection in which he had been traveling 
throughout his earthly pilgrimage. A 
mighty host of his brethren who had 
wrought with him in semipioneer days 



had preceded him, so that he had much 
to look forward to besides those tenderer 
and holier voices which had known him 
in the most sacred personal relations. 
The end came very much as he wished. 
In the blush of the coming spring his 
soul went out to greet the Easter dawn 
of the eternal morning.

Madison Wilson Charles was born 
near Manchester, Coffee County, Tenn., 
March 19, 1856, and died at his home, 
in Hohenwald, Tenn., February 9, 1918. 
Brother Charles professed religion and 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, at old Asbury, near Hillsboro, 
Tenn., in his nineteenth year. He 
taught in the public schools of his na- 
tive county eight years of his young 
manhood. He married Miss Louella 
Johnson, of Murfreesboro, Tenn., June 
11, 1885, and joined the Tennessee Con- 
ference at Fayetteville, Tenn., in Octo- 
ber, 1888. He served the following 
charges: Dover Circuit, one year; 

Shady Grove Circuit, one year; Marble 
Plains Circuit, two years; Fayetteville 
Circuit, one year; Unionville Circuit, 
two years; Medium Circuit, two years; 
Sparta Circuit, two years; Olivet Circuit, 
one year; Linden Circuit, one year. He 
was in the active ministry only nine- 
teen years. He superannuated twelve 
years ago on account of failing health 
and went into the hotel business at Mc- 
Ewen, Tenn., and afterwards moved to 
Hohenwald, Tenn., and conducted the 
St. Charles Hotel until three years ago, 
when he retired to private life. He is 
survived by his widow, three sons, and 
one daughter, as follows: J. M. Charles, 
Monroe, La.; E. L. Charles, who is now 
a soldier in France; Orman Charles, of 
Hohenwald, Tenn.; and Genevieve 
Charles Hyde, of Hartsville, Tenn. He 
also had one daughter to die at Soule 
Female College, Murfreesboro, Tenn., 
February 14, 1904.

Annie 
became a helpmate indeed in all the 
years of his ministry. No Methodist 
preacher ever had a better wife nor one 
more suited for the itineracy. Their 
married life was most beautiful. Two 
children were born to them, Mary Mc- 
Ferrin and Lloyd. Mary is the wife of 
Rev. Berry J. Duncan, an honored mem- 
ber of the Tennessee Conference. Lloyd 
is a fine Christian young man in the 



service of the government and at this 
time in France. Brother Faires leaves 
his wife and children, one brother, three 
sisters, a number of nephews and nieces, 
with a host of friends, to mourn his de- 
parture. If attention and kindness 
could have saved him, he would have 
been spared. Brother Faires’s suffer- 
ings were long and distressing, but he 
never complained. He had a strong 
body, and it was hard for the disease 
to bring the “tabernacle” down. Death 
had no terror for him. I shall never for- 
get in any world a scene in his home dur- 
ing his illness. He called his family 
about him; and, commencing with his 
faithful wife, he placed his hands upon 
their heads and left upon each of them 
his blessing and advice. And he did not 
forget those of us who stood by. I nev- 
er expect to witness another scene like 
that. He has gone from us. The 
fellowships of many of our dear breth- 
ren on earth have been destroyed by 
that strange something we call death.

CHARTER OF THE TENNESSEE CONFERENCE. 

Acts of the Tennessee Legislature, 1869-70, Chapter LVI., Sections 4-9, Page 365. 

“Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That the Tennessee Annual Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, be, and the same is hereby, incorporated; and by that 
name may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, and may take and hold property, 
real, personal, and mixed, and all conveyances, devises, and legacies, and all other 
donations of every kind and description to the said corporation shall be good and 
valid although said corporation may not be correctly described, provided enough ap- 
pears, aided by extrinsic proof, written or parol, to show that the said corporation is 
the intended grantee or donee. 

“Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, That the affairs of said corporation may be managed 
by the said Tennessee Annual Conference, or any five persons said Conference may 
elect or appoint, said persons to be elected or appointed annually by said Conference, 
and shall continue in office until their successors are elected or appointed and enter 
upon the duties of the office, one of whom shall be by said five persons elected presi- 
dent of their body; and they may elect such other officers as they may think proper 
and necessary for the management of the affairs of said corporation. 

“Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That the property which said corporation is author- 
ized to take and hold shall be applied to such purposes as the grantor or donor may 
designate; and if no particular purpose is designated, then to such religious, charita- 
ble, literary, or missionary purposes as said Conference may designate, consistent with 
the provisions of this Act of Incorporation and the laws of the land; and in the event 
the purpose which any grantor or donor designates cannot, for any cause, be carried 
into effect, then said Conference may apply the subject matter of such conveyance or 
gift to any of the general purposes above designated. 

“Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, That said corporation may hold property of any kind 
in trust for such religious, charitable, literary, or missionary purposes as the grantor 
or donor may designate, not inconsistent with the laws of the land. 

“Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, That said corporation, or the five directors which said 
Conference may elect or appoint, shall have power to elect or appoint a treasurer of 
said corporation, either one of their own body or any other person, who shall hold his 
office for such time as said Conference or said directors may designate, and shall give 
bond and security for the faithful performance of his duties in such penalty as said 
Conference or directors may deem just and proper. 

“Sec. 9. Be it further enacted, That a majority of the directors authorized to be 
elected or appointed by said Conference shall constitute a quorum to do business, and 
may prescribe such duties for the officers thereof and adopt such rules for the gov- 
ernment of their body as they think right and proper; and said corporation may sell 
and convey by the usual modes of conveyance any property they may take or hold in 
furtherance of the objects and purposes above mentioned; and said corporation shall 
possess and exercise all the rights and powers necessary and proper for effectually 
carrying out said objects and purposes.”
